Patriotic Resolutions. 

Whereas, The Republic of the United States is at war with the 
Imperial German Government, an issue forced upon an unwilling peo- 
ple by the German general staff’s lawless, brutal, and repeated at- 
tacks upon the rights, the property and the lives of our citizens; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, representing many thousand patriotic Christ- 
ian people within the State of Mississippi, affirm the absolute justice 
of our Government’s cause and that under any terms of honor and 
self-respect, war was unavoidable. That the only alternatives were 
war in Europe now with the assistance of the allies, or war hereafter 
on our own soil without the help of the allies. That this is not 
simply a war ‘‘to make the world safe for democracy,” but a struggle 
to save even the semblance of a Christian civilization, to save wo- 
manhood and childhood and manhood from the ruthless savagery of 
barbarism. That we believe every man in this country should fight 
in this just cause unto death than that we should, as a nation, be 
untrue to God and humanity in this crucial hour. 

Resolved, That we approve the course of our Government in en- 
tering upon this war, and heartily endorse President Wilson in his 
wise, patriotic and righteous policies during this whole National 
crisis; that we unreservedly commit ourselves to the great work of 
the Red Cross in its ministry to the bodies of our soldiers; that we 
pledge our support to the Young Men’s Christian Association and all 
other agencies which purposes to safeguard the morals and to help 
the religious life of our boys both in camp and upon the battle field; 
that we are in full accord with the President’s purpose to accept no 
terms of compromise but to prosecute this war, whatever the cost, 
to complete victory over Prussian militarism and all other enemies 
of humanity, so as to secure ultimately to all Nations of the world 
a righteous and a lasting peace; and that we hereby assure the 
President of our loyal support and most earnest prayers.

The following resolutions concerning the Choctaw Indians 
in ]\rississippi were read and adopted : 



Resolutions — Choctaw Indians. 



Whereas, There are now living in this state a number of Choctaw 
Indians who remained East at the time of the establishment of the 
Choctaw Nation in the Indian Territory, under the express stipula- 
tion of the treaty that by so remaining they “shall not lose the privi- 
lege of a Choctaw citizen”; and 

Whereas, A number of said Choctaws now living in this state 
were, in the years of 1899 and 1903, identified as Choctaws entitled 
under the provisions of the said treaty to the privilege of Choctaw 
citizenship; and 

Whereas, There are a number of other Choctaws living in this 
state, who though entitled to such identification, failed through ig- 
norance and poverty to present their claims for enrollment; and 

Whereas, The Congress of the United States is now engaged in 
winding up the affairs of the Choctaw Nation, and is proposing to 
distribute the tribal property of said Nation to those entitled thereto; 
and 

Whereas, The Choctaws in this state are poor and needy and ig- 
norant, many of them speaking only the Choctaw language and living 
in accordance with the uses and customs of their ancestors, and

have for 80 years lived here under these conditions without the 
supervision of the Interior Department, which has maintained and 
cared for and supervised the affairs of other full-blood Indians, and 
without the privilege of educating their children; and 

Whereas, The Choctaw Indians in this state and elsewhere have 
always been and are now a peaceful, law abiding, and deserving peo- 
ple, and aided the United States during the years of its early history, 
and have never engaged in war upon the citizens of the United States 
or committed atrocities as have other Indian tribes which have been 
thereafter fostered and cared for by the Government of the United 
States, and provided annuities, lands, and other property: There- 

fore be it 

Resolved, By the Mississippi Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, that the Congress of the United States be 
requested to enact such legislation as will secure to the said Choc- 
taws of this state their interest in the tribal funds and property of 
the Choctaw Nation, and that a settlement be made with them where- 
by the funds so secured to them may be utilized to buy homes and 
maintain and educate them. 

Resolved Further, That the Secretary of the Conference send cer- 
tified copies of this resolution to Mississippi’s representatives in the 
U. S. Senate and the U. S. House of Representatives.

Memorial Session — The Conference met in memorial Ses- 
sion at 3 o’clock p. m., W. H. Saunders, presiding. 

Hymn Number 600 was sung and W. M. AVilliams led the 
Conference in prayer. 

J. L. Sells read the Scripture lesson from the Fifth Chap- 
ter of First Corinthians.

The memoir of Brother Jones was read by W. B. Jones.

Hymn Number 628 was sung and, on motion, the Confer- 
ence adjourned with the benediction, which was pronounced 
by J. R. Jones. 
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REV. L. J. JONES. 

Lazarus Jackson Jones was born in Atlanta, Ga., March 24, 
1852. He was the seventh child of a family of thirteen children. 
His father was the Rev. Henry T. Jones, who, in the beginning 
of his ministry, was a member of the Mississippi Conference 
for a short while, but afterwards joined the Congregational 
Methodist Church, and, till the time of his death, at a ripe old 
age, was a popular, strong, faithful, and true preacher in that 
Church; his mother’s name was Frances Allen. Before he was 
a year old his parents moved to Jasper County, Mississippi, 
where they spent the remainder of their lives. Here they sent 
their son to such schools as were available to them until he 
became fairly well equipped for life, measured by the standards 
of that day. 

Brother Jones was a good boy, and I haVe never heard 
anyone speak of him as anything but a Christian. It would 
be hard to imagine otherwise. In his young days a severe 
spell of sickness left him crippled for life; and he went with 
uncertain tread of foot, but leaning heavily upon his Father’s 
strong arm. He was converted when young, and was licensed 
to preach in the Congregational Methodist Church at about 18 
years of age, so far as I can learn, and for more than a decade 
was a useful and faithful preacher of the gospel in that Church, 
which in that section had in those days a number of very able 
and effective preachers. 

In 1881 he was received into the Mississippi Conference at 
Brookhaven, having come under the direction of Ransom J. 
Jones, Presiding Elder of the Meridian District. He tarried 
among us till there are but ten names above his in the chron- 
ological roll of our Conference. Brother Jones labored in hard 
fields; his salary probably never went below $200, and certainly 
never as high as $500. Yet he kept out of debt, bought and 
paid for a home, and died owing less than $50. But he was a 
cheerful, hard worker, and the results of the year’s work al- 
ways told that a faithful, true man of God had been there. It 
•cannot be said, all things considered, that he ever failed in a 
single year’s work during his twenty-three years of labor in 
active service. His revival services were usually of a very 
high order, delightful, often being accompanied with great 
power, and followed with fine results. During two meetings 
following each other 105 members were received which spoke 
in eloquent terms for the section in which he labored. Conver- 
sions . and additions to the Church were frequent during his 
ministry at his regular appointments. He served the following 
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charges: Bethel, 2 years; Winchester, 2 years; Sandersville, 

2 years; Chunkey, 4 years; and afterwards returned there for 
another year; Fair River, 4 years; Raleigh, 2 years; Walnut 
Grove, 2 years; Decatur, 2 years; Porterville, 2 years. 

At the Conference held at Gulfport, December, 1904, W. M. 
Sullivan, P. E., requested that he be placed upon the honor 
roll of the Conference; but from the day of his superannuation 
he was active in preaching and holding revival meetings as 
long as his physical strength would allow, up till about two 
years before his death. During this time a man was saved at 
the age of 83. 

September 15, 1880, he was married to Miss Virginia Hus- 
bands, of Clarke County, Miss., who has ever been to him a 
true and devoted wife, entering with him gladly into his hardest 
trials and greatest sufferings, and sharing his highest joys; 
and has stood "by him all the way through and caring for him 
in his last long illness with endurance and devotion beautiful 
to see. Ten children were born, four sons and one daughter 
still living, three sons and two daughters having died while 
young. His wife and two sisters also survive him. 

In character Brother Jones was deeply religious; in dispo- 
sition he was affable; he was tender hearted, emotional, and 
may be called a weeping prophet; but it all sprang out of a 
deep consciousness of acceptance with God. He had no doubt 
about that, and wanted others to share it with him. He w^as 
ready to accommodate; ready to help the needy; ready, indeed, 
to do anything that would help somebody, to advance the King- 
dom of God, or to glorify his Lord. He was a sincere man 
His friendly disposition won for him a host of friends, and all 
speak of him in the highest terms; to them his name is as 
ointment poured forth, and his memory is honored, and he is 
loved. 

No one would claim that he was a towering preacher; yet 
he was a good preacher; sound in doctrine, continuous in effort, 
and I doubt whether we ever had among us a more consecrated, 
earnest and sincere preacher. His own consciousness of divine 
acceptance made it imperative upon him to try to lead others 
to Christ; and he was a disciple of no modern ism; heaven and 
hell were to him real; the new birth was essential, and holy 
living was demanded of a child of God. His message to the 
writer and to the brethren was, “Tell the people that there 
must be a genuine repentance of sin, if they are to be saved.” 
He believed in the power of the gospel — its power to heal the 
broken hearted, its power to rescue, its power to save from sin 
and death. His first text, “Turn ye to the stronghold, ye prison- 
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ers of hope,” was indicative of his desire to rescue the perish- 
ing, and of his desire to preach a saving gospel to a lost and 
dying world. And he believed in prayer. Among the earliest 
recollections of the writer as a child was a sentence of his 
as he was concluding a service held by his father, “If I go 
to hell, I will be praying.” The word of God was to him a 
divine book, through and through. 

Truly he was a workman that needeth not to be ashamed. 
Time would fail to tell of the sermons he preached, the visits 
he made, the prayers he offered, the members he received, the 
meetings he held, the conversions he witnessed, the parsonages 
he built and repaired, the debts on them he paid, the churches 
he organized, the church buildings he erected. It was his hand 
that organized and built the first church the little village of 
Laurel ever had; it was his labors into which that flourishing 
city and her handsome churches have entered. 

But the shadows are now falling far towards the east; the 
crippled, faithful old servant of God and soldier of the Cross 
is tired. God laid him upon a bed of affliction and suffering 
for weeks and months; here he could meditate, he could con- 
template, he could catch glimpses, but he could not rest. There 
remaineth, however, a rest. This he knew. The friends came 
and sympathized in his sufferings, and helped. They rejoiced 
with him as he would peep over into the eternities. Letters and 
messages of love and sympathy came from all directions; one 
from a preacher of the gospel in active service in another state 
telling him of his conversion and call under his preaching after 
superannuation. Other preachers, converted and called to 
preach under his ministry, will rise up in that day and call 
him blessed. 

If he was not ready to die, then Christians die without 
hope; then it is no longer true that “Methodists die well.” His 
testimony was, “I am ready to die.” It was Wednesday. He 
thought the brittle thread was breaking, the silver cord was 
being loosed, and said to his wife, “I am dying.” Encouraged 
and assured by her that he was not, he said, “If I don’t die 
this evening, I will die Saturday.” Saturday morning came. 
It was April 28, 1917. The old servant grew weaker and 
weaker, and as the sun was climbing fast to his zenith, two 
hours before he reached his meridian splendor, the saint of 
God reached out his hand and told them good bye, and w'here 
to find him; and in full possession of his faculties and con- 
sciousness closed his eyes, and bade farewell to the crippled, 
emaciated form, and laid aside corruption to put on incorrup- 
tion — mortality to put on immortality. The old soldier laid down

his armor, the battle was over, the victory won; he laid down 
his cross to take up his crown. He was not afraid to cross 
over, for he was not alone. Besides Jesus, his Saviour, he said 
there was father and mother and Henry, his little son who 
had died; these had gone on before — they had come to wel- 
come him home. He said he knew they would come. 

On Sunday, April 29th, he was buried from the Broad 
Street Church, Hattiesburg. The funeral services were con- 
ducted by the writer, assisted by Revs. P. D. Hardin, P. H. 
Howse, and W. A. Terry, his pastor. It was in accord with his 
own plans. His remains were followed by a large concourse 
of friends to the City Cemetery, attended by the Masonic fra- 
ternity, who tenderly laid his body away to await the glad 
trump of the resurrection morn.

We are gratified to report that the exhibit from the Publishing 
House reveals that, notwithstanding increased prices, the three 
houses have netted a gain of $111,573.00, but it is with concern that 
because of the loss of $5,448.00 on the Christian Advocate, $1,284.00 
on The Review, and $2,171.00 on the Epworth Era this gain is re- 
duced to $102,610.00. 

We are pleased to report that the New Orleans Christian Ad- 
vocate has gone through this financial test without loss, but because 
of the constant advance in the cost of materials there must be an 
increase in its circulation, if this good record is maintained. 

Whereas the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans Christ- 
ian Advocate at its last meeting requested the three patronizing con- 
ferences to inaugurate a campaign early in the conference year for 
the increased circulation of the Advocate. 

And there being no question about the necessity of Christian 
Journalism, and the blessing which will come to our people in read- 
ing our own periodicals, we as your Committee, most heartily approve 
of this campaign for the increased circulation of our Conference 
Organ, and recommend that we accept the alloted 1,500 new sub- 
scribers to be distributed among the several districts as follows:

Field Secretary for the Home, addressed the Conference rela- 
tive to the work and needs of the Home. The report was 
adopted, as follows : 

Report of Committee on Orphans’ Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: | 

Dear Brethren — We are glad to be able to again report a highly | 

prosperous and satisfactory year for our Orphans’ Home, as shown 
by the report of the Board of Directors, which we have examined | 

carefully and which we submit herewith as a part of this report. 

We endorse the said report of the Board of Directors in full, and 
recommend the same to your favorable consideration. 

While the report of the Board of Directors covers the matter, 
we desire to bring to your special attention the fact that Rev. J. B. 

Randolph has resigned as manager of the Home, and that Rev. B. 

F. Lewis has been elected as his successor, and has entered upon 
his duties. We desire to commend most heartily the work of Brother 
Randolph, and we recommend the appointment of Rev. B, F. Lewis 
as Manager of the Home, and we ask that every member of this Con- 
ference give Brother Lewis his strong co-operation in this great and 
worthy work. 
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The Board of Directors at its meeting in Oxford in November, 
after the date of the report submitted herewith, elected Mrs. S. 
F. Riley, of Corinth, as Field Secretary for the Home. We heartily 
endorse this action, and we urge that she be given a cordial recep' 
tion by our pastors and Sunday School superintendents. 

This Conference, at its last session, authorized the Women’s 
Missionary Society to nominate a woman member of the Board of 
Directors to be elected by this Conference. We have been informed 
that the woman nominated has declined to serve. We therefore 
recommend the continuance of Mrs. T. B. Holloman in this office 
until her successor has been elected. 

There are two vacancies on the Board of Directors and Trustees, 
of one clerical and one lay member.

To the Mississippi Annual Conference; 

We, your Board of Trustees, would make the following report 
of the affairs of the Methodist Orphanage from November 1st, 1916, 
to Nov. 1st, 1917: 

Children. 

The number of children received 84, number returned to the 
Home 17, total received 101; number gone out for themselves 14, 
died 1, placed in good homes or adopted 20, placed in homes of rela- 
tives 84, total gone out 119; living in the Home on Nov. 1st, 1917, 185. 

Financial. 

Balance on hand Nov. 1, 1916 $ 3,183.31 

Regular receipts from Nov. 1, 1916, to Nov. 1, 1917 18,130.23 

Work Day 5,991.63 

Total receipts 24,121.86 

Disbursements 21,119.95 

Balance on hand Nov. 1, 1917 6,548.44 

School. 

We have a good school at the Home with nine grades. We em- 
ploy five teachers besides the music teacher. The school ran eight 
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months last year. Two of these teachers were reared in the Home. 
The boys at War mack Farm, attend the Warmack School. 

Religious. 

We have a good Sunday School and Epworth League, which meet 
every Sunday. We have religious services each day. Rev. W. H. 
Lane, pastor of the Rankin Street Church, Jackson, held our meeting 
this year. 44 children have been received into the church this year 
on profession of faith. 

Improvements. 

A six foot concrete walk has been extended out North West St., 
and we have built something more than 350 square yards of walk 
on the Orphanage property, at a cost of more than $500.00. We 
have built one new horse barn, and have material on hand for an- 
other cattle barn. We have added some more machinery to our 
laundry equipment, and we have tinted the interior walls of the din- 
ing room, office, library, three dormitories, and the halls of the first 
and second floors of the main building at a cost of several hundred 
dollars. Our boilers have been repaired, and our heating plant 
improved. 

Warmack Farm. 

The crop at Warmack Farm has been very good. We harvested 
several hundred bushels of corn, threshed five hundred bushels of 
oats, and 182 bushels of wheat. We have gathered a fine lot of hay, 
about 400 bushels of potatoes, and a nice lot of soy and velvet beans, 
also, a few peas. We have our hundred ton silo filled, and we are 
putting in a nice lot of oats and wheat. We have a lot of good cows 
in our dairy herd, some of which are registered Holsteins. 

Free Cars, Etc. 

The railroads of the state have all been very kind to us in fur- 
nishing free cars, and handling donations to the Home free of charge, 
or at a reduced rate, and some of them have been kind enough to 
give free transportation to the superintendent. 

The people have been very liberal in their response to our ap- 
peals and notwithstanding the high cost of living, the children have 
been well cared for. There remains no indebtedness of any kind on 
any of the property of the institution, the bills have all been met, 
and we are glad to report a cash balance of more than $6,000.00 at 
the present time. We appointed a committee to make an inventory 
of the Home property, and their report shows a valuation of both 
real and personal property of $91,363.50, an itemized report is on file 
in office of the superintendent. 

The term of office of Dr. A. F. Watkins and Mr. W. M. Buie ex- 
pire with this session of Mississippi Conference, and we request the 
election of their successors. 
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Owing to the declining of re-election by Rev. J. B. Randolph as 
Superintendent, Rev. B. F. Lewis, of the Mississippi Conference, was 
elected to fill his place, and we would request his appointment by 
the Bishop to this work. We would heartily commend the faithful 
services of Bro. Randolph, during his administration, and would be- 
speak for Bro. Lewis your loyal co-operation and support.

Dear Brethren — Your Board on Lay Activities, begs to report that 
during the year some progress has been made, though the work of 
the Laymen’s Movement has not come up to the standard of efficiency 
that we would ask for it.

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We wish to express our disapproval of the methods followed by 
the leaders of the propaganda that has given circulation to the so- 
called “Layman’s Address.” We think that there is a proper course 
for any proposed legislation to take and that is through the channel 
of memorials to the General Conference. 

We wish to commend all efforts that are being made for the 
moral protection of our soldiers in the cantonments and the trenches. 

We commend the efforts of President Wilson in pushing the war 
to a successful conclusion, that there may be permanent and univer- 
sal peace. 

We pledge ourselves to assist in whatever way possible the Cen- 
tennial of Methodist Missions. 

We urge upon the pastors and laymen to make the Every Mem- 
ber Canvass in their charges and to use as far as possible, more ag- 
gressive evangelism and to unite with us in intercessory prayer for 
the peace and evangelization of the world.

Report No. 2, of the Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: 

We report to your body as follows: 

The Sunday School work of our church has had increasing suc- 
cess for the year. The progress of the work in church as gleaned 
from the year book informs us that we now have a larger number of 
persons engaged in Sunday School work as pupils, as teachers or 
in training classes than ever before in the history of the church. 

That our gifts for missionary work and for enlarging the field 
of future activities are in advance of any previous year. 

That the schools of the departments are better organized and 
equipped for efficiency. 

We are glad to inform you that even under the distressing con- 
ditions of high cost of material that our Sunday School publications 
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have not suffered by loss either in publication or the distribution of 
literature for its work. 

Report from the General Secretary of the Sunday School Board 
shows that for the year we have 17,246 schools, 150,291 officers and 
teachers, and a total enrollment of 1,928,048 engaged in Sunday 
School work. 

That every department is being directed by a specialist and suc- 
cess is attending their efforts. 

That the stress on missionary training, efficiency in teaching, in 
larger vision of the real purposes of the work, in better workers in 
the church are very noticeable tokens of progress. 

Our Conference work is gratifying. For the year, our Field 
Secretary, Rev. J. L. Neil, did a commendable work in effecting bet- 
ter organizations, in directing missionary activities of the schools, in 
inspiring the pastors, superintendents, teachers and officers to closer 
and more federated efforts for definite results. 

Many schools carried Specials for the year for Missions, or Hos- 
pital work. With but a small fraction, every charge held Childrens’ 

Day Service and made offerings for the work. 

As Report No. 1 indicated, we will continue the work of the | 

Field Secretary for another year. And we are confident that the 
choice of Rev. J. C. Chambers, if appointed by the Conference, as- 
sures a most successful year in the work. 

We are very sorry that we are bound by limitation in finance — 
otherwise we would gladly add to the field force an elementary sup- 
erintendent, and possibly another to direct departmental work of the 
Board. 

We urge upon the church its great opportunity and the open 
door of urgent need. And call attention to a very evident fact that 
if we do not do a work divinely committed to us, it will be done by 
others and our reward for neglect will be a lasting regret. 

We recommend that our pastors give the Field Secretary hearty 
co-operation in his efforts to give us better trained workers in our 
charges. 

Do not fail in holding Children’s Day Service, and we urge that 
the contribution be taken in a wholehearted way with full purpose 
to make the financial obligations of the Board possible in the pledges 
for the coming year.

Report of the American Bible Society Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — The American Bible Society work commend? 
itself to us as one of the greatest helps in furthering the cause of 
our Holy Christianity. 

In one hundred years it has circulated more than one hundred 
and seventeen million copies of the Scriptures in hundreds of lan- 
guages abroad and in the United States. 

One million Testaments in forty tongues were distributed to 
armies in 1915 and 1916; and they are now undertaking to supply our 
boys and all sailors with Testaments. They are asking for a special 
fund of four hundred thousand dollars for this purpose. 

We rejoice that our collections for 1917 are in excess of 1916, and 
ask that the same assessment be placed on the Conference for the

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The report of the Committee on Temperance was read and 
adopted as follows: 

Report of Committee on Temperance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — The cause of Temperance is moving onward with 
an unusual momentum originating from Almighty God, the churches, 
temperance and other orders, scientific investigations, legislation, 
court decisions, individual efforts, etc. Like a mighty wave arising 
from various sources it is sweeping states, territories and breaking 
into flowing streams in the isles of the seas. Twenty-seven of our 
forty-eight states are now freed from the drainages, curses and woes 
of the liquor traffic, except Indiana, Michigan, Montana, Iowa and 
New Mexico whose prohibition will go into effect on different dates 
in 1918. A large majority of the voters of Alaska voted for prohibi- 
tion in their November election in 1916, and In 1917 our sixty-fourth 
Congress passed a prohibition law for Alaska, without calling the 
roll, and thereby shutting out whiskey, brandy, rum, gin, wine, ale, 
porter, beers, cordials, hard ciders, alcoholic bitters, including all 
alcoholic compounds except wood alcohol after January first, 1918. 
The same Congress passed a measure January 20, 1917, which pro- 
vides for prohibition in Porto Rico, subject to a referendum to the 
voters of that island. A bill is on the house calendar for prohibition 
for the Hawaiian Islands by the Sixty-fifth Congress. The Sixty- 
fourth Congress not only granted the annual appropriation of $150,- 
000.00 for the suppression of the liquor traffic among the Indians and 
in Indian countries, but passed an amendment to the existing laws 
so as to include automobiles in the restrictions against vehicles 
carrying intoxicating liquors into Indian territories. The United 
States prohibits the liquor traffic in military forts, reservations, the 
navy, national and state soldiers’ homes and other specific areas 
under federal control. 

On February 21, 1917, the Jones-Randell Anti-Liquor Advertising 
Law was passed, prohibiting everything favorable to the whiskey 
business being imposed upon those states, territories and places 
whose laws prohibit the same. Although much has been done to end 
the liquor business, yet there remains more to be done before its 
doom is fixed. It is recorded that the railroads are carrying yearly 
7,000,000 tons of intoxicants; that the beer trade is using annually 
'70,000,000 bushels of grain; two-thirds of which is completely des- 
troyed; and that the brewers are using annually 549,810,000 pounds 
of sugar. Much more could be said and therefore be it 

Resolved, First, That we commend most heartily all laudable 
efforts being put forth for the ending of the liquor business by the 
International Order of Good Templars; The Anti-Saloon League of 
America; The International Temperance Federation; The Inter-Col- 
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legiate Prohibition Association; Templars Temperance Society; The 
Sons of Temperance; The Scientific Temperance Federation; The 
Womans’ Prohibition League of America; The World’s Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union; The National Womans’ Christian Tem- 
perance Union; The National Temperance Council; The Board of 
Temperance of the Methodist Episcopal Church; The Anti-Saloon 
League and the W. C. T, U. of Mississippi, and all other orders, 
leagues, etc., of the whole world. 

Resolved, Second, That we do most earnestly pray God’s bless- 
ings on the Convention of the Anti-Saloon League, to be held in 
Washington City, Dec. 11-13; and also pray that their efforts and all 
others made to induce Congress to give us National Prohibition may 
be successful, and hence we recommend that the Secretary send a 
copy of this report to the delegation of Congress. 

Resolved, Third, That we pledge the W. C. T. U. and the State 
Anti-Saloon League our hearty support. 

Resolved, Fourth, That we heartily commend the present admin- 
istration for prohibiting any food materials converted into alcoholic 
drinks.

Whitworth College. 

Whitworth College opens the session of 1917-1918, with 216 stu- 
dents, 151 in the Music Department. The President and Board of 
Trustees of this Institution are optimistic concerning its future, and 
are looking for the present session to be the most prosperous during 
the presidency of Doctor I. W. Cooper. We recommend the election of 
W. M. Buie as Trustee. We recommend the appointment of Dr. I. W.

Port Gibson Female College. 

Port Gibson Female College opened its present session with 
prospects for one of the best years in its history. 88 pupils have 
been enrolled, 79 of them in the boarding department. The health 
of the pupils has been almost perfect, the deportment pleasing, the 
College spirit excellent. ' Three ministerial students have been en- 
rolled with four children of preachers. The College Sunday School, 
Epworth League and Vesper Services, keep up a healthful spiritual 
atmosphere.

Milisaps College. 

The twenty-sixth session of Milisaps College opened Septem- 
ber 19th with a good attendance. However, the decrease in the num- 
ber of students because of the present unsettled conditions in the 
country is at least twenty per cent as compared with the last session. 
The senior and junior classes show about their usual number; while 
the greatest losses are seen to have been suffered by the Sophomore 
and Freshman classes. 

The Law School is slightly smaller than usual, while the number 
of co-educational students is about the same, and the Preparatory 
School registers a few more than for several years. 

All of the varying forms of College activity are being carried on 
with the usual regularity and interest. In response to what appeared 
a general demand for instruction in military drill and tactics, the 
Board of Trustees authorized the election of Major Workhizer, a re- 
tired United States Army officer. He has organized the student 
body into two companies and assisted by Sergeant Elliot drills the 
students five times per week. ’ 

Commissioner of Milisaps College. 

At your last session. Rev. M. M. Black was appointed Commis- 
sioner of Milisaps College. He entered upon his work with great 
enthusiasm and has had gratifying success. His report to your Board 
shows that he has secured in cash and pledges to date a total of 
$41,327.00. Of this amount $13,831.00 is in cash. 

In view of the fact that three other commissioners have been 
diligently at work in the North Mississippi Conference, and two others 
in the Mississippi Conference, and also taking into consideration the 
extraordinarily high cost of living, the unsettled conditions in busi- 
ness consequent upon the prosecution of a war of uncertain duration, 
and last, but not least, the “drives” this year for Liberty Bonds, for 
Red Cross funds, and Y. M. C. A. work, the generous response made 
by the Methodists of Mississippi for the better equipment of Milisaps 
College is highly encouraging and gives promise of complete success 
in due season.

Seashore Camp Ground School. 

The present session of this most important school in the most 
difficult field in the bounds of your Conference, opens with good 
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prospects for a fine year. There has been' a constant development 
in its patronage, both locally, and in the boarding department, the 
standing of its pupils who have entered other Institutions, and the 
recognition of the religious, moral and intellectual training of those 
who attended. There has been an enrollment of 91 pupils, 30 in the 
boarding department and 61 local. There is no more important work 
being accomplished than in this school. 

We recommend the appointment of H. W. Van Hook as President. 

Mississippi Conference Training School. 

The Mississippi Conference Training School has entered upon 
a most successful session. They report an enrollment of 200, 58 being 
in the higher classes. Eight ministerial students are enrolled and 
given free tuition. They have individual subscriptions of over $700.00 
and a car load of lumber with the promise of $350.00 from the Gen- 
eral Board of Education on condition that the Conference Board shall 
give a like sum for the building of a dormitory.

Report of the Committee on the State of the Church. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We are glad to note that our Church is being 
more thoroughly organized in ail of its departments, evidenced by 
the various reports of the preachers as they made them to this Con- 
ference. A spirit of optimism seems to prevail throughout the entire 
Conference. 

It is with a marked degree of satisfaction that we note the num- 
ber of conversions and accessions to the Church on profession of 
faith during the past year, which is considerably greater than last 
year. 

On account of our Nation calling our young men to the colors, 
there is an apparent loss of our members; but these are not really 
lost to the Church, but merely absent from the local congregations. 
We would recommend the honor roll to the prayerful consideration of 
the local membership, and advise that the Church keep in touch with 
these young men who are in the camps and on the battle fronts. 

It is well to note the fact that out of these changed conditions 
there is a more manifest spirit of trust in God, evidenced by more 
praying fathers and mothers, and a larger number of our people who 
are reading their Bibles, and meditating upon the truths taught 
therein. 

' The increased interest in the Sunday School work is also very 
gratifying, and we commend the wisdom of the Church seeking to 
bring our people into a more thorough consciousness of their saved 
relation to God. 
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We would respectfully recommend that our pastors and Church 
workers place increasing emphasis on the conversion of the unsaved 
rather than upon the mere accession of numbers by letter. 

There are certain serious evils threatening the spiritual develop- 
ment of our people, among which we would, call especial attention to 
the disregard for the Holy Sabbath, profanity and impure speech. 

We heartily endorse the request of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America to observe the week of prayer as out- 
lined by them, commencing Dec. 30th, 1917.

Report No. 3, of the Board of Missions. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Conference Board of Missions, beg 
leave to submit the following report: • 

It is gratifying to note that in spite of the disturbed conditions 
resulting from the war; our Church is making good progress in her 
mission work, this year being the best of the three since the war 
began. The testimony of the missionaries is that the people in the 
foreign field have never been more responsive than now, while the 
faith of the native Christians remains unshaken. A needy, suffer- 
ing, stricken world confronts the church of today. The opportunities- 
for evangelism at home and abroad have never been so numerous 
and compelling as in this hour when thousands of soldiers in camps 
here and across the seas are in need of the saving power of the 
gospel, and countless millions in the lands long darkened by heathen- 
ism are crying for the true light. 

We note with pleasure the growing interest in missionary 
“Specials,” a number of which have been assumed this year by Sun- 
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day Schools and Churches. Our pastors can render great service to 
the mission cause by calling attention to their importance, and util- 
izing them as a means of bringing our people into direct personal 
relation with our mission fields. 

The encouraging progress our church is making in a financial 
way is due in large measure to the fact that an increasing number of 
churches are utilizing the “Every Member Canvass” which, in con- 
nection with the weekly or monthly offering has in many instances 
worked wonders in church finances. We earnestly request that such 
a canvass be made in every pastoral charge early in the year. 

The reports made by our Conference Evangelists, Reverends D. 
E. Kelly, and J V. Bennett indicate that God has graciously blessed 
their labors. We recommend their reappointment for the ensuing 
year. We also recommend the appointment of Reverend W. T. Grif- 
fin as Conference Evangelist, and of Reverend James Madison Smith 
as District Evangelist. We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. 
C. Chambers as Conference Missionary Secretary for 1918.

The report of the Board of Church Extension was read 
and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Board of Church Extension. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We have not had with us this year Dr. McMurry 
nor any other representative from the General Office of the Board. 
And owing to the action of the Conference setting apart the evening 
hour for preaching services we have been unable to hold our anni- 
versary meeting. 

The communication sent us, however, from the General Office 
shows that there has been a marked increase each year of this quad- 
rennium in the receipts on the assessments, and on specials, and on 
the Loan Fund capital. The Loan Fund now being $976,461.99, and 
the expectation of the Board is to pass the million dollar mark before 
the close of the quadrennium. 

We are glad to report that this Conference has made the largest 
contribution to Church Extension Work in its history and has paid 
(72.8%) seventy-two and eight-tenths per cent of the assessment, 
being an increase of eleven and a quarter per cent over last year. 

Conference Loan Fund. 

Six years ago we began building up a Conference Loan Fund. 
The capital now amounts to $3,494.34, and by being able to collect 
this year several loans granted, four, five, and six, years ago we 
now have at our disposal for new loans $2,000.00. This sum together 
with the increased payment on assessments has enabled us to help 
every church that applied to us for aid, which your Board deemed 
needy and ready for the help. 

We would request our pastors to encourage our people to ask 
for a loan instead of a donation whenever the church is strong enough 
to take care of a loan. 
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Church Architecture. 

We are glad to note that the General Board has employed Dr. 
J. A. Baylor, as Assistant Secretary, whose special work will be to 
look after the architectural feature of the Board. Let all our pastors 
correspond with him before deciding upon a definite plan. 

Church Extension Literature. 

The General Board has on hand many interesting pamphlets on 
this work which will be sent free of charge to any one asking for 
them. Also they published last year a Biography of Dr. David Mor- 
ton, and are now publishing a Biography of Bishop A. W. Wilson, 
which the Board will send free to every pastor who pays his church 
extension assessment in full. 



Insurance. 

We most earnestly request that our Pastors and Trustees of 
church property keep every church and parsonage over which they 
have charge, insured against fire and storm. A good deal of our 
money goes to replace this loss caused by failure to keep the prop- 
erty insured. 

We would urge every Pastor who expects to apply to this Board 
for aid to send the application to the Secretary at least thirty days 
before Conference convenes, that any defects in the title or other 
matters might be corrected before the Board meets. Three applica- 
tions before us this time were not ready for final action because of 
defects thus mentioned. And we could only make conditional grants.
